HERE is a very large gap indeed between the established company whose 
business it is to buy and sell used cars, and the individual trader who is 
mainly interested in arranging changes of ownership which will bring 

a small profit or commission to himself. Either one is likely to be honest, con- 
scientious and anxious to please a purchaser so that he will want to return in due 
course to buy another car. But if anything goes wrong the trader simply regrets, 
while the company is expected to stand by its goods, even though there may be 
no guarantee or warranty; it cannot afford to get a bad name and a dissatisfied 
customer is a very bad advertisement. 


All kinds of second-hand-car dealers tend to be lumped together as a single 
group, and the reputation of one does not always have an advantageous bearing on 
another. From the motorist’s point of view it is very important to assess the 
individual or company with whom he is to deal. Snips and pups according to 
circumstances may become synonymous. The little extra that one must usually 
pay for a car with a background is well spent if it covers the costs of inspection, 
adjustment and any repairs that may have been necessary before sale. 


There is also the salesman’s standpoint to consider, for the man who buys 
himself a used car is not always fair or clear thinking when things go wrong. 
If it is old and worn and the price is in keeping with the condition, he should 
not be surprised, or blame the salesman, if it fails to run like a Rolls-Royce 
and to have new-car reliability. The salesman probably did say that it 
was “a nice little car” and “a good runner” but one does not need to be an 
engineer mentally to add the condition “for its age and price” to a recognized 
sales gambit of that kind. 


The Law Takes a Hand 


The law, it seems, is going to take a more active part in making sure that un- 
roadworthy vehicles are not purchased and driven on the public roads by the 
ignorant or unwary as a result of misrepresentation. An interesting case involving 
a dealer, a finance company and an owner is described on page 727. A purchaser 
was awarded at Leeds damages against the seller of a 1934 saloon car. 


All responsible motorists will welcome any reasonable measure which is in- 
tended to keep dangerous vehicles off the road, but a legal obligation on the part 
of a dealer with regard to the roadworthiness of the car he sells does not entirely 
absolve the new owner from responsibility. If the purchaser is not competent 
to judge mechanical condition of the car which would affect safety, it is not 
difficult to obtain independent advice. Again, the condition of an elderly vehicle 
can deteriorate rapidly with use and only the owner or driver is in a position to 
discover from day to day whether his car requires attention. 


The man or woman who is foolish enough to buy and operate, unchecked, a 
dubious vehicle, purchasing it simply because it appears to be cheap, is in our 
opinion to be considered an accessory in the event of an accident due to mechanical 
defect. He or she should be held as much to blame for failures and dangers as 
the man who sells it.

Styling or DESIGN? 


Bie: car styling and design has come in for a good deal 
of criticism recently and although some of it unfortunately 
is justified, we are left very much in the air as to the cause 

and Biz One disturbing factor is the way in which the 
words “styling” and “design” have vague generaliza- 
tions, and this article is a plea for a far greater study and 
appreciation of design as a vitally important process in its own 
right. There can be no doubt that one major reason for a fall 
in sales is that in concentrating on the specialist engineer and 
the stylist, the designer has been overlooked. 

This is not altogether surprising, because two opposing lines 
of thought are contained in the respective outlooks of the stylist 
and the designer. Applied correctly, the process of designing 
supplies its own answers to the problems of appearance, market 
paslestineds and the need for change as a sales stimulant, and 
relates them to the functional and technical problems. The pro- 
cess of styling, however, regards appearance problems as a 
separate issue, often at the expense of practical considerations. 
Appearance is turned into a fashion race that the manufacturers 
dare not stop, in spite of ever-increasing complication and cost. 
On the assumption that one cannot fool all the people all the time, 
it is the customer who eventually will stop the race by demand- 


ing better design. Even in America, that day may be near. 

By reason of its varied markets and smaller output, and the 
obvious advantage of providing a car with a character of its own 
(rather than one that blindly copies American fashions), the 
British industry is in an ideal position to come to terms with 
design, and thus set its own pace with new, higher standards of 
appearance. But because there are indications that the industry 
is merely stepping up its efforts at keeping pace with American 
styling fashions, we may well ask whether it is backing the 
wrong horse. 

To understand the reason for styling we must refer to the 
American car. For the past ten years its basic design has re- 
mained even more static than on this side of the Atlantic. The 
gest rage eg seating arrangement; the characteristic long, 
low, wide look with the stepped waist line and separate roof 
structure; and the general size and styles of body, still follow the 
pattern set by the first post-war Studebakers. This is partly 
because the original conception has been, and possibly still ie 
a satisfactory answer to the American requirements. I i is also 
due to the fact, however, that the very high output of the industry 
does not permit of any financial risk that might be incurred in a 
more ambitious design policy. 


The typical vintage tourer had directional mobility of horizontal lines: the tense effect of 
shallow curvature panels: the lightweight, sleek appearance of small radii and the poise 
produced by keeping the widest part of the body relatively high. The ‘post-war Italian

There is, of co ample evidence of the growing popularity 
of the well-design yor in furniture, household equipment 
a all kinds, ing, machinery, and architecture. It must 

be incr too, that the success of so many Con- 
tinental vehicles, AS unorthodoxy, arises because their 
manufacturers have concentrated on the design objective and 
have not been side-tracked by considerations of tradition, 
fashion, or a compromise of markets. 

The Italian motor ; the Messerschmitt and the Isetta; 
the Fiat 600, Volks and Renault; the coachwork of Farina, 
Mercedes and B.M.W.; and the new Citroen—these come to 
mind as examples of essentially honest design that achieves its 
objective without the need for styling excesses. All have the 
attractiveness produced by their very fitness for purpose, 
although not all show the knowledge and competence in shaping 
and detailing possessed by American stylists and the industrial 
designers of other products. Improvement will come as 
standards are raised. 

For one reason or another, the British motor industry has 
failed to produce competent stylists or designers in any number. 
In the case of stylists it is probably because, as a nation, we 
are not impressed by styling talk and tend to distrust it. In the 





case of designers, however, it is either because the industry has “ 


failed to realize the implications, or—more likely—because the 
engineer, the salesman and the management, who have been 
controlling design since the designer-pioneers faded out of the 
picture, are loath to lose this contro Either way, the result 
is lack of imagination, lack of confidence, out-of-date standards 
and amateurish styling.

WITH LAND-ROVER 
REACHED MOKHOTLONG 


N the heart of the Union of South Africa, enclosed 
between the provinces of Natal, the Cape and the 
Orange Free State, is the British Protectorate of 

Basutoland. A tangle of mountains towering to 11,425 feet 
on the summit of Thabana Ntlenyane, and of precipitous 
gorges, it is almost completely isolated. 


In Natal some of the Union’s busiest highways run almost in 
the shadow of the Drakensberg escarpment which marks the 
Basutoland border, yet few white South Africans have more 
than the sketchiest knowledge of the territory, or have pene- 
trated more than a few miles from its borders. The reason is 
not far to seek. Except in the relatively flat Western area where 
the capital, Maseru, lies, roads are virtually non-existent. The

We covered miles of boulders, passing 
themselves off as road surface; one-in-three gradients, with one 
memorable stretch where we climbed 110 feet in under 100 
yards; ice and deep snow; we felt as though we had carried the

the first of a series of traverses, first up and then down 
the steep ridges between tributary streams.

To prevent water from increasing this width, most of them are 
edged with boulders which protrude some inches above the level 
of the track itself. At some places the short stretches of track 
between successive ditches have been built up—for no apparent 
reason—a foot or so higher, so that climbing out of the ditch

€ carried two suhstantial planks to use as bridges over these 
ditches, but in fact we were able to use them only a few times. 





he was absolutely forced to do so, and se simply had to choose 
his line, shut re ears to the crashes, and hope that nothing 
would be wrenched off.

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stagger upward a few yards at a time through deep snow, as 
we ieresnied past 10,000 feet to the summit of the Black Moun- 
tains—the highest point on the journey. 

The 19 miles from the foot of the pass to the summit of the 
Black Mountains took us 10} hours, of which at most two hours 
was accounted for by truly voluntary stops. Once there, how- 
ever, the remaining 27 miles were easy going and were covered 
in a mere 2} hours, in spite of the fact that they included what 
is really the most dangerous section of the track. 

This is the run down the Sehonghong gorge. For miles the 
track is a bare six feet wide, and this is frequently reduced by 
ribs of rock on the uphill side, while on the other there is an 
almost sheer drop to the torrent below—and no guard-rails. 
It was getting dark by this time, but our feet had been soaked 
by melting snow and were now rapidly freezing, so it was a 
case of pressing on for Mokhotlong and the prospect 
of a warm fire. 

We found the Government rest house in M 
extri well-equipped and comfortable for such a remote 
spot, had just settled down to dry our feet and rehash the 
trip over a drink with Mr. Alexander, when Mr. R. Cordery, 
the newly appointed District Commissioner, arrived and insisted 
that we should all go over to the Residency for a drink while 
our first square meal of the day was cooking. He and his wife 
and family themselves had arrived only that day, their Land- 
Rover having overhauled us as we were struggling up the Black 
Mountains, and they were still busy settling in, so that their 
hospitality was all the more appreciated in the circumstances. 

Because Mr. Cordery had not yet actually taken over, we were 
received at the District Offices next morning, when we went to 
pay our s, by the Assistant District Commissioner. He 
is Mr. B. Taoana, and has the distinction of being one of 
the two native Basuto officials to have reached such a high rank 
in his country’s service. 

He wrote out and stamped a brief report of our trip, so that 
we should have some ial record of our journey. He con- 
cluded it, most flatteringly, “I have to congratulate these daring 
gentlemen for their wonderful contribution in opening up the 


mountain areas.”

The only important exception was 
the fitting of a steel plate under sump and gear box, for without 
it there would have been no hope of getting through without 
smashing at least one, and probably both.

HROUGHOUT the history of me that the designer of the Dunlop

Work undertaken by the Road 
Research Laboratory has shown that 
under these locked wheel conditions on 
certain road surfaces, stopping distances 
of up to 200ft from 30 m.p.h. may be 
required. It is not only the loss of 
braking efficiency produced by 
wheels that is the danger, but that it is 
also. accompanied by loss of control. 
With the rear wheels only locked, a con- 
dition is produced which results in par- 
tial or complete loss of control, and the 
car easily goes into a spin. Locking the 
front wheels only, produces a stable con- 
dition in which the car travels in a 
straight line, so long as the rear wheels 
retain grip on the road, but there is an 
almost complete loss of steering control. 
Thus, any device which prevents the 
wheels locking during braking whilst 
enabling the maximum braking effort to 
be applied, allows a vehicle to be stopped 
in the shortest distance and prevents the 
vehicle becoming so out of control that 
it does not respond to movements of the 
steering wheel. 

The Maxaret unit is about the size of 
a packet of 20 cigarettes, is completely 
self-contained and does not interfere with 
normal servicing operations. There is an 
outer shell to which is vulcanized a 
rubber tyre, which runs against the inner 
side of the wheel rim. Inside this shell 
is a flywheel, connected to it by spri 
Two thrust balls in the centre of ro 
wheel are connected to a piston rod 
linked to two. valves directing the flow of 
the brake fluid.

OT only was the latest Singer announced within nine 

months of the Rootes Group acquiring control of the 

Singer company, but it was actually in production, 
with models. on their way to the showrooms of many 
countries. Thus, within an astonishingly short time of the 
design being conceived, it has proved possible to carry out 
a full Road Test. In the circumstances it would be under- 
standable—perhaps even pardonable—if minor faults were 
revealed, or indications that there were still some teething 
troubles to be put right. Yet the Singer Gazelle com- 
pleted a thorough, arduous test without developing any 
fault. 

This latest car is of necessity something of a composite. 
The body shell and the transmission are a successful 
Rootes Minxture, but the engine remains Singer, with its 
single overhead camshaft and 14-litre capacity, and a power 
output now raised slightly to 49 (net) b.h.p. 

It will be an advantage rather than otherwise that the 
Gazelle was achieved so promptly, by the wide use of exist- 
ing components. It has proved one of the important advan- 
tages of a policy described as rationalization, or making 
careful selection of the most appropriate elements from a 
comprehensive pool, that it aids the supply of spares 
throughout export markets. 

It may appear on paper that there is little real difference 
between the Hillman Minx, Sunbeam Rapier and. Singer 
Gazelle, but apart from outward similarity of body shape the 
latest car has a character of its own. The acceleration is 
considerably better than that of the Minx or even the two- 
carburettor version of the earlier Singer Hunter, and the 
model is further distinguished in its performance by a firm, 
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roll-free ride and in its interior appearance by generous 
use of solid walnut trim for facia and sills. 

The Singer engine started first time, hot or cold, through- 
out the test. When cold there is the characteristic, not un- 
pleasant noise of the valve gear and its drive, which dis- 
appears as the unit warms up. The choke can be returned 
to the normal running position within a moment or two of 
the engine firing. When running on premium fuel (but 
not the latest 100 octane brands) there is very slight pink- 
ing on occasion. This does not prevent full use being made 
of the excellent engine flexibility. Normally only three of 
the four forward speeds are used, bottom gear being intended 
primarily for getting under way on steep hills or when the 
car is heavily laden. Such is the flexibility that clean 
starts may be made in third; in the ordinary way second is 
used to move off from rest. Third gear looks after most 
town driving conditions in the heaviest traffic, but top per- 
mits speeds from about 14 m.p.h. upwards to be used, 
although when slowing right down, this gear may be kept in 
engagement below that speed without snatch; few small cars 
call for less gear changing. 

Engine noise, for a fairly small car of this type, is not 
obtrusive. The unit can be heard most of the time when 
running at more than a tickover, and although one may 
be reminded that the stroke is longer in relation to the 
bore than’on most other current cars of similar size, there 
is never any feeling of fuss. On top gear the engine becomes 
the more smooth as r.p.m. rise. Indeed, at the maximum 
speed of about 80 m.p.h. the engine is at its most silky— 
more impressive than in the fifties. Quick response greets 
throttle movement, and the engine remains crisp at the end

round, its lines harmonizing 
with those of the rear side 
windows.

of long trips which have been made at relatively high speed. 

The gear ratios seem to have been inherited rather than 
selected. Close to the low first gear already mentioned is a 
second which gives no more than 27 m.p.h. for normal use 
and a third which is suitable for 45-50 m.p.h. Even so, 
the torque range is such that the car does not seem under- 
geared except when driven hard. No doubt these points 
could be improved, in the course of development, with the 
aid of a higher final drive which the engine already appears 
vigorous enough to pull. Ideally the intermediate ratios 
should be raised. 

The car is entirely at home on tortuous journeys which 
must be covered at high average pace, and the essential 
characteristics of the Gazelle combine to make light, safe 
work of the miles in these circumstances. When gear 
ratios really count, the 50-plus m.p.h. available on third is 
valuable, and 30 can be seen on second when steep ascents 
are tackled briskly. One enjoys driving the car because the 
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accuracy of the controls encourages the best use of driving 
skill; the model can be made to do the work of many a 


more powerful counterpart. 

Examples of the Singer engine are known to take longer 
than many to loosen up, and as the car tested had covered 
only some 3,000 miles when provided by the manufacturers, 
it may be that the maximum speed dal euoaieeidel figures 
will improve after as many more thousand miles. 

The transmission stands well even when treated 
harshly, of necessity, in ing start acceleration tests. 
There is no snatch, no surplus slip; a smooth, quick, take-up 
is obtained every time. The propeller shaft does not cause 
vibration, and the crown wheel and pinion of the back axle 
mesh silently. - 

Operation of the gear change is better than the specifica- 
tion would suggest. It is, apparently, exactly similar to that 
used on other models of the Group, yet, at least on the 
car tested, the steering column lever moved with more pre- 
cision than one has come to expect from this type of 
mechanism. When the box is cold there is some stiffness in 
getting out of first gear, and when leaving second it is pos- 
sible inadvertently to touch bottom on the way to third. 
But as soon as the mechanism gets warmer the change 
improves, and no trouble is experienced in engaging or dis- 
engaging any of the three ratios normally used. Gear noise 
is detectable on the indirect (first, second and third) ratios, 
but not to an extent which would label the box as noisy. 
Faster changes could, perhaps, be made with a good central 
change mechanism, but the action of the steering column 
lever, coupled with effective synchromesh on the three upper 
ratios, enables changes to be made quite smartly. 

The suspension and steering, similar in specification to 
those of some other Rootes cars, prove to be particularly 
good in practice. The susperision is firm. Although there 
is sufficient lightly damped wheel movement to provide a 
comfortable ride on cobbled streets, the system as a whole 
is taut, with very little roll indeed, even when corners are 
taken really quickly. All the wheels keep their contact with 
the road, the car exhibits no vice when a driver finds 
his speed higher, in particular circumstances, than he had 
intended. This firmness aids control without giving passen- 
gers a hard time on long runs, and it is as efficient in the wet 
as the dry. After rain the road-holding remains free of any 
snags, the rear of the car faithfully following the front with- 
out any tendency to bump-skid or slide out. The car feels 
safe in any conditions. 

The steering is well matched to the character of the sus- 
pension. With 2} turns from lock to lock, and a tight turn- 
ing circle, manceuvrability is combined with quick, precise 
response on the road. When started from cold the car is a

little stiff to steer, and this is particularly noticeable when 
manceuvring from the garage is complicated. In normal 
use, however, the steering is pleasantly light, yet gives some 
feel of what is going on at the front wheels. The combination 
of steering and suspension makes for really precise control. 

Tall drivers may find the wheel a little close to the knees, 
for while the distance from driver’s chest to the wheel is 
just sufficient, the distance from the wheel to the pedals 
may cause taller people minor inconvenience. Tall drivers 
who like a “long arm” position require more rearward seat 
movement. 

The first impression made by the brakes on the average 
driver might be that feel a little dead, but those who 
are used to all types cars will find that they inspire 
confidence at once. Light pressure on the pedal produces 
only mild retardation, but real braking power is freely avail- 
able with firmer pressure. One feels that the brake linings 
have been selected so that, while they do not give fierce 
“bite” in normal driving, they will go on working power- 
fully in the most arduous Alpine descents. Certainly the 
car pulled up all square throughout the brake testing, and 
there was no trace of fade at any time. Brake pedal free 
play appeared to be the same at the end of the complete test 
as at the outset. 

Although minor controls, for the most part, are centrally 
mounted, the size of the car is such that they are within 
easy reach. The flashing indicators’ switch is controlled by 
an arm on the right of the steering column opposite the 
gear lever, and the dip switch is on the floor where the left 
foot can rest on it while not operating the clutch. The hand 
brake lever. is mounted on the floor on the driver’s right 
where it is easily reached. It holds the car effectively. 

The car tested was fitted with a bench seat, not the 
separate seats which are available at extra cost. In a car 
of small dimensions, many drivers would consider the extra 
cost of separate seats worth while. The bench seat is easily 
adjusted _ and aft, but it has the fault of being too springy.

The windscreen wipers sweep good arcs without smearing, 
and after rain heavy mud splashing from vehicles ahead is 
quickly cleared by use of wipers and the screen washers, 
which are operated by a knob on the right of the facia. 
Instrument lighting is controlled by a switch under the facia. 
It does not incorporate a rheostat but, although quite bright, 
it does not give rise to reflections in the screen at night. The 
legibility of the instruments as a whole is good, with figures . 
painted in white on black backgrounds. 

Although the exterior of the coachwork is similar to that 
of other models, the interior is distinctive, and the way in 
which the walnut blends with the paintwork is unusually 
good; perhaps even unexpectedly successful. There is an 
unmistakable touch of luxury which is evident as soon as a 
door is opened, and at night, as the courtesy light is switched 
on automatically, this is particularly noticeable. 

Entry to all seats is simple. The doors are locked from 
the inside by press-down knobs in the window sills, and 
either front door may be opened with a key from the outside. 
Orthodox window wind mechanisms are used, those at the

Luggage accommodation is fair for a car of Gazelle dimen- 
sions. There are intrusions by the rear wheel arches, the 
spare wheel and a lateral hump in the floor, but the re- 
maining space is adequate for most purposes, particularly 
if soft, or fitted, bags are used when a full holiday luggage 
load must be carried. The lid is freed by a simple rotary 
catch, locked by a separate key from that of the ignition. 

The fuel filler is mounted near the luggage locker catch; 
it takes the full flow from petrol pumps. The capacity of

AST week we discussed what can be done to a standard 
E production car to “tailor” it to fit a specific driver, and 
to suit his idiosyncrasies; the arrangement of the con- 
trols. was considered, and the.importance was stressed of 
ensuring that they operate smoothly and efficiently. The out- 
come is—or should be—a car which, in the hands of an expert, 
will respond instantly in the safest and most efficient manner 
possible, and. will be a constant joy to-drive; it will also flatter 
the abilities of the less capable, and make their job of acquiring 
skill very much easier. Now we come to the business of con- 
trolling the car and conducting it safely and efficiently along 
the roads. 

At the end of a Monte Carlo Rally in which he had acted as 
co-driver with Stirling Moss, a member of The Autocar staff, 
the late John Cooper, deeply impressed by Moss’ skill and 
ability, tried to analyse his methods. What were the differ- 
ences in driving technique that made him so outstanding, so 
obviously a star in this 2,000-mile road event? 

There was his phenomenally quick reaction time—demon- 
strated on the British School of Motoring tester. For healthy, 
quick-witted people, 0.7 sec is reasonably good; for the average 
good rally driver, 0.5 is usual; the majority of racing drivers 
achieve something in the order of 0.35 to 0.4 sec; Moss’ best 
time is 0.25 sec—which stands as a record. These times, inci- 
dentally, in terms of distance covered at 30 m.p.h., are interest- 
ing. Moss’ 0.25 sec represents 11ft; 0.7 sec is equivalent to 
30.8ft. His thinking time in feet at 90 m.p.h., therefore, roughly 
equals that of the ordinary, run-of-the-mill driver at 30 m.p.h. 
The conversion figure is. 4.4ft for every tenth of.a second at 
30 m.p.h. ~ 

There was also his concentration. Thoroughly relaxed 
physically all. the. time, his reactions never. slowed; when cir- 
cumstances required instant action to avoid trouble, his body 
seemed still to remain relaxed.’ Though it is beyond the

capabilities—or, indeed the requirements—of the vast majority 
of us, he drove over ice-coated roads at 70-75 m.p.h., “ feeling” 
the car all the time and occasionally “twitching” the wheel 
over to break-away point to check the condition of the road 
surface. Ice-bound corners would be anticipated: The wheels 
would be swung over perhaps as much as 50 yards before the 
bend, initiating a slide by which the effective width of the road 
at the turn would be increased considerably. And all the time, 
except for the unrelenting concentration, he appeared to be 
entirely relaxed. 

Obviously this is. exceptional driving by an exceptional man. 
A great deal of this “feel”—the ability to sense what a car is 
going to do and forestall it—comes through one’s hands; Moss, 
who served an apprenticeship on horseback, has undoubtedly 
a wonderful “pair of hands.” The rest is owed partly to an 
equally sensitive “seat,” a wonderfully developed sense of 
anticipation—and experience. 

Few of us-can ever hope to develop an equivalent pair of hands. 
Some of us are naturally clumsy, though it is easy to think now 
of famous racing, rally and trials drivers who in their early days 
seemed so ham-handed*that one could scarcely imagine that they 
would ever become better than mediocre. The fact is that, deter- 
mined to make good in their chosen sphere, they eventually 
succeeded—which at least gives hope for oneself. 

Provided one has the underlying ambition to develop the art 
of driving beyond the mere ability to conduct the car safely from 
place to place, it is not difficult to acquire a degree of sensitivity 
and smoothness in operating the controls. This is the basis of 
good handling—as distinet from roadcraft.. Add to it the think- 
ing: ahead’ that results: im the car’s being at all times correctly 
placed on the road and: travelling: at the correct speed, and. one 
has- moved a long way towards achieving one’s goal. 

Those words “at the correct speed” had special. significance 
in the Monte Carlo Rally referred: to:earlie®. -What was almost

uncanny was how little Moss needed his brakes. Except in the 
final speed test his slowing down was never abrupt. There was 
no call for more than a touch of the brakes because he had 
summed up what lay ahead so well—frequently hundreds of yards 
in advance. In this connection, the “footwork” of an expert 
driver is always intriguing to watch. 

If you have any doubts as to the important part footwork 
plays, think back to your own first efforts at clutch control, and 
the number of inexperienced drivers whose cars move off from 
traffic lights with an initial “dig-in ” of the stern, and proceed 
down the road in a series of leaps. On two-pedal cars, which 
are becoming increasingly common, left-foot braking will 
become a normal practice; the sensitive “on-off” of the right 
foot on the brake pedal is lost when the unpractised left foot 
takes over, and the art of smooth braking must be learned 
again. It is worth while to find an unfrequented stretch of 
road and try a steady pull-up with the left foot, to demonstrate 
that co-ordination between mind and limb is not perfect. 

It is rather akin to the parlour tricks we all learned at one 
time or another—usually in our youth—of bending one finger 
down to the palm without moving the others, and so on. Though 
we are equipped with a perfectly good set of muscles, they take 
some time to learn a delicate and progressive response to 
the impulses signalled by the nerves. 

As well as the almost surprising degree of the expert’s relaxa- 
tion, his every action is smooth. In getting away from a stand- 
still, for example, there are no high revs; as the clutch starts to

bite, the right foot gradually increases the throttle opening and 
the clutch is eased in with precision of the left foot matching 
that of the right. The actions of the two feet are co-ordinated 
as the car moves silkily off the mark. 

Coming to a standstill, too, is equally unobtrusive. Whatever 
the initial speed, and however quick the stop, there is no pitch- 
forward, and back again, as the wheels cease to revolve. The 
heaviest braking is done initially, pressure gradually being eased 
from the pedal until, just as the car comes to rest, the pressure 
is removed; the last few feet of the slow-down are effected by 
rolling resistance alone. And “the upward gear changes, if 
they occur after dark, can pass unnoticed except for a change in 
engine note. 

What is not always appreciated is how big a part is played by 
the throttle foot. Why the experts of this world sweep round a road 
bend so effortlessly is not merely that they have learned where 
to place their cars, but also that they use the throttle in con- 
junction with the steering wheel. Consider the smooth, on-line 
negotiation of a bend entered at the correct speed. All braking 
and changing down have been completed beforehand and the 
bend is rounded on a gradually increased throttle opening. 
Compare this with the ragged, jerky progress of the inexpert. 

As suggested in part 1 of this seriés, none of this delicacy in 
handling can be achieved unless the controls themselves are 
smooth-acting. The linkage from throttle to carburettor must 
be free of backlash and properly lubricated; equally important, 
the throttle linkage geometry must be correctly laid out. All 
too often it is geared to give quicker opening during the initial 
stages of its movement, which makes for very jerky low-speed 
travel. The throttle should open relatively less for small pedal 

movements at the lower end of the range than at 
the top end. 

Carburation needs to be “clean”—there should 
be no flat-spot at which the engine hesitates and 
checks the smooth acceleration of the car. Nor, 
of course, must the engine falter owing to an 
ignition misfire, or “ pinking.” Nobody can drive 
a car efficiently if the engine, transmission, steering 
or brakes are metaphorically all-over-the-place. 

And no one will ever drive well (or safely) uniess 
he or she can cultivate the art of always thinking 
ahead—summing up the road, the traffic, the 
hundred-and-one signs of impending or proposed

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action or movemient given by drivers and pedestrians, and 
acting accordingly. It is also necessary to think ahead for other 
road. users and to avoid, so far as one can, presenting to them 
circumstances in which they might take some action which would 
be mutually dangerous; this particularly applies to children or 
the aged. It is not chance, or accident of birth, that have 
caused the present-day experts to become so skilled; to a great 
extent it is that they apply themselves to their craft to a greater 
extent than the rest. 

Further, they think in terms of the mechanism that is in 
their care. Take Ronnie Adams, for jnstance, who won the last 
Monte Carlo Rally; ask him about nursing his engine. He will 
tell you that he tries to eliminate all unnecessary starts from 
cold; that his practice is to move off from cold without delay, 
and that he keeps the engine speed down until the engine and 
its oil are thoroughly warm, and the oil is circulating properly. 
He will also tell you to watch the oil pressure and engine tem- 
perature gauges at such times—if any are provided—and to 
remember to glance at them periodically throughout the course 
of the journey. 

Continuous high revs, Adams considers, can be extremely hard 
on an engine; at reasonable revs, full throttle has scarcely any 
more effect on the life of the engine than half-throttle, Also, 
except when one is driving really hard, it is ummecessary (as 
well as undesirable) to make a practice of changing down at high 
revs and using the engine for braking. Brake linings are cheaper 
than engines, and quicker to replace. There are other rules which 
Adams sets out for nursing*the car, but these and those of his 
fellows must await later articles in this weekly series—on braking, 
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overtaking, high averages in safety, cornering, driving on ice and 
snow, and so on. 

Physical fitness can be almost as important as the condition of 
the car itself. In fact, there are few drivers who are racing 
regularly through the season who do not pay a great deal of 
attention to their physical condition. This applies equally to 
rallies; at this early stage, over two months before the event, 
one or two crews are starting to get into training for the Monte 
Carlo Rally. 

As we all know, even a cold can have an adverse effect on 
one’s driving—making the everyday journeys require an effort 
of concentration. Mental distress, too, can have its effect. A 
row over the breakfast table, a shattering letter from the bank 
manager, a “liver,” or the bad temper occasioned by the stupid 
or inconsiderate actions of another road user—they will all divert 
one’s concentration, and occupy the mind. That these human 
shortcomings can have such a marked effect should be indicative 
of the simgleness of purpose with which the master driver needs 
to approach even the mundane job of driving to the office each 
day. 

Driving can—and should—be enormous fun, and an end in 
itself. The vast.majority of motorists take a pride in their deft- 
ness, but distractions can play havoc with one’s co-ordination 
and judgment. One has to be on guard against deterioration 
ef one’s standards through preoccupation, tiredness, over- 
indulgence or ill-health. 

An important aspect of this fitness to drive is that of safety. 
One owes it to others just as much as to self and passengers, 
to ensure that anything which may interfere with full control 
and concentration is avoided.

of the seller are reliable; for a long time

ware.” A recent legal decision is of 
special interest, in the extent to which it 
held a salesman responsible for the terms 
in which he described a car, and enabled 
the purchaser to recover damages follow- 
ing failure of a part which caused an 
accident. 

The action—Andrews v. Hopkinson— 
was tried recently at Leeds Assizes. It 
appeared that the plaintiff was shown a 
1934 saloon car by the sales manager of 
the ‘defendant, who was .a dealer in 
second-hand cars. The sales manager 
said, “It is a good little bus. I will stake 
my life on it. You will have no trouble 
with it ”"—words which, had there been a 
sale between the plaintiff and dealer, 
would have constituted an express war- 
ranty. 

The car was purchased, however, 
through a finance company, who in the 
usual way bought it from. the dealer, and 
then “sold” it to the customer under a 
hire-purchase agreement. 

The plaintiff acknowledged, in a de- 
livery note, that he was satisfied as. to the 
car’s iti No inspection. of the car 
was made by him or on his behalf, and 
the dealer had no reason to anticipate that 
the plaintiff would examine the car him- 
self, or have it examined. by a competent 
mechanic, before taking it on the road. 

The sales manager had undertaken to 
arrange for an engineer’s report with a 


view to insurance of the car, but finding | 


that he could get cheaper insurance else- 
where, cancelled these instructions, and 
a full inspection was not carried out. 

Now in the case of an old car, a 
principal danger spot is the steering, and 
the drag link joint, in particular, should be 
examined for wear. Such an examina- 
tion can be carried out by the compara- 
tively simple operation of jacking up the 
car, and pulling om the ball pin. . The 
average owner driver may not be aware of 
this, but any competent mechanic can 
easily do the job. 

If the car in this case had been 
examined, a defective condition of the 
steering would at once have become 
apparent. The plaintiff took the car out 
om the road, was involved in an accident, 
the car was wrecked and he suffered 
severe injuries. The accident was found 
by the court to have been caused by the 
defective steering. 

The plaintiff brought an action claim- 
ing damages from the dealer, on the basis 
of breach of warranty and negligence. 

On: the question of a warranty, 
Court held that the statements by the 
defendant’s manager amounted to a war- 
ranty, and that although the transaction 
was not one of sale as between the de- 
fendant and the plaintiff, yet the plaintiff 
had acted on the warranty, and without 
it he would not have accepted delivery of 
the car or entered into the h.p. agreement. 
The defendant, therefore, was held to be 
liable ‘to the plaintiff for damages: for 
breach of warranty. 

The Court went even further, however, 
and held that there had been og 
on. the part of the dealer. The Court, in 


effect, extended the principle laid down 


of Secondhand Cars

in an earlier case, in which it was held 
that a dealer who repaired a car and sold 
it on h.p. terms to a customer was under 
a duty, notwithstanding that it was a hire- 
purchase transaction, to take reasonable 
care to see, knowing that the customer 
was. going immediately to put it on the 
road, that the car was in a safe condition 
for use. 

A wheel came off owing to faulty work- 
manship on the part of the dealer’s, staff 
in reconditioning the car, and the car was 
involved in a collision. 

Whereas the negligence relied on in 
this earlier case was negligence in the 
execution of repairs, the Court in 
Andrews v. Hopkinson saw no reason 
why the principle of the case should not 
extend to fixing a dealer with liability to 
his customer, for putting in his hands a 
vehicle which was, in fact, in a dangerous 
condition because of a defect which could 
and ought to have been discovered by 
reasonable diligence. His negligence lay 
in his failure to make the necessary ex- 
amination, or at least in failing to warn 
the customer that no such examination 
had been carried out The dealer, there- 
fore, was held to be liable on the ground 
of negligence as. well. 

What is more, the Court held that 
damages could not be restricted to the 
difference in the values of the car as de- 
livered im its defective condition, and the 
car as warranted. The injuries and other 
loss. suffered by the plaintiff were a direct 
and natural result of the breach of war- 
ranty, as well as of the negligence, and 
the Court accordingly awarded the 
plaintiff damages on this basis.

several of the works Jaguar racing 
cars during the past season is the 
result of fifteen years’ development work 
by the engineers of Joseph Lucas, Ltd. It 
was to prove principles evolved in the 
engine test laboratories that the racing 
programme, in conjunction with Jaguar, 
was undertaken. It was considered, as in 
so many other instances, that racing ex- 
perience would be invaluable in the ulti- 
mate development of the system. 
The Lucas design differs from the 
normal type of multi-cylinder injection 
pump in that it incorporates a common

metering unit, serving each cylinder in 
turn. In a diesel engine the air-fuel ratio 
can vary over a considerable range with- 
out having an adverse effect on combus- 
tion, so that discrepancies between the 
fuel metered by each cylinder injection 
pump can be accommodated. With the 
spark ignition engine the air-fuel ratio 
must be held within fairly narrow limits 
for controlled combustion. The Lucas 
system is claimed to give accurate control 
of the air-fuel ratio and its equality in all 
cylinders. 

Early development work demonstrated 
that port injection was preferable to direct

To keep the air-fuel ratio substantially 
constant over the wide working range it 
is mecessary to vary the quantity of fuel 
injected per stroke. This is achieved 
by linking one of the shuttle stops to a 
mixture control unit. There is a piston, 
sensitive to induction pressure (and there- 
fore the amount of air consumed by the 
engine), working against a spring and con- 
trolling the position of a wedge, against 
which a movable stop abuts to control the 
stroke of the shuttle. The shape of the 
wedge controls the amount of fuel per 
stroke, which can be made proportional 
to the absolute pressure in the induction 
manifold. 

For the high-speed six-cylinder unit 
fitted to the Jaguar, a special double rotor 
unit (driven at quarter engine speed) was 
developed in which each rotor serves three 
cylinders. Each unit contains two shuttles, 
three twin inlet ports and three single out- 
let ports. A datum adjuster is incorporated 
for making any suitable trimming adjust-

ment to the mixture ratio. To provide 
lubrication between thé rotor and sleeve, 
an oi] pump delivers at a pressure slightly 
in excess of the fuel pressure, providing 
a lubricating film andaiso preventing fue! 
leakage along the sleeve. An oil feed is 
also taken from this supply to the shuttles. 

The injector nozzle is of the poppet 
valve type, arranged to lift at approxi- 
mately 50 Ib sq in; it sprays atomized fuel 
in the the form of a cone upstream in each 
induction tract. 

The throttle arrangement used on the 
Jaguar was designed specifically for 
raciag conditions, to provide a free intake 
by removing all obstruction. It is, by 
its mature, rather costly, and in a normal 
production car a single butterfly in the 
main induction trunking would be used. 
The throttle, of the slide type, consists of 
a long steel plate running on two rows of 
rollers. It has six holes corresponding

in size and pitch to the induction ports, 
and is operated by a rack and pinion 
coupled to the accelerator pedal. This 
system allows the intake to be tuned to 
take advantage of resonance phenomena 
to obtain ram effect at certain speeds, 
achieved by .altering the diameter and 
length of the. intake trumpets. 

The components of any fuel injection 
system are expensive, and it is difficult to 
foresee any system competing on cost with 
a single carburettor layout. The unit 
described here was developed for racing, 
in which only the best is good enough.

Simplification is possible for normal road 
vehicles; which would reduce the cost 
differential over the carburettor layout. 
For this application an aneroid capsule, 
sensitive to atmospheric pressure and 
temperature is necessary, but these units 
are available and proved and would present 
no real problems. A modification from 
the straight line action of the mixture con- 
trol wedge would also be required for 
road use, but again this presents no diffi- 
culties. 

On cost alone, fuel injection is unlikely 
to appear on the bread and butter four- 
cylinder car. Its first applications will 
probably follow the pattern of automatic 
transmissions. An agreement has been 
made between Joseph Lucas and the 
Holley Carburettor Company of America 


AUTOMATIC 
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for its manufacture in the U.S.A., where 
great interest is being shown in its adop- 
tion for vee-eight engines. Probably it 
will become available first as optional 
equipment to replace the twin four-choke 
carburettor packs now offered and, when 
produced in sufficient quantities, could be 
competitive in price with these. As this 
process is extended, production costs will 
fall and it will then be possible for its use 
to spread downwards to the luxury six- 
cylinder cars at present using multi-car- 
burettor arrangements. 

America is also showing great interest 
in petrol injection because it permits cut- 
off of fuel on engine overrun—a condition 
in which atmospheric pollution is most 
severe. This problem in the big Ameri- 
can cities is receiving a lot of publicity.

HE usual system for operation of 
the Laycock-de Normanville over- 
drive—the outstanding feature of 

which is that power-sustained changes 
can be made—has a control switch 
mounted either on the steering column or 
on the facia. Some earlier designs, such 
as that on the Phase II Vanguard, used 
mechanical operation incorporated in the 
change speed lever. 

Lucas have produced a new control 
system which provides for overdrive to 
be available at all times, or the con- 
trol switch can be retained so that the 
overdrive can be put out of operation 
if desired. Only two new units are 
needed—a le control switch, linked 
by a simple lever to the throttle control 
mechanism, and a _ kick-down switch 
operating beyond the full throttle posi- 
tion. of the throttle pedal, in a manner 
similar to that of most fully automatic 
transmissions. 

With the automatic system in use, the 
operation of the overdrive is controlled 
by the driver’s use of the throttle pedal. 
For example, when maximum accelera- 
tion is required for overtaking, the in- 
stantaneous change from overdrive to 
direct drive is made by depressing the 
throttle pedal beyond its position 
normal maximum travel. 

In addition to the throttle and kick- 
down switches, the normal controls for 
operation of overdrive are 
retained. There is a centrifugal gover- 
nor switch closed by the action of a 
filyweight mechanism, actuating a plunger, 
mounted on the tail shaft of the over- 


























drive casting and driven by the trans- 
mission output shaft. A switch on the 
gear box is actuated by the gear selector 
mechanism to link the overdrive to the 
gears in which it operates. 

A solenoid unit is mounted on the 
main casting of the overdrive unit, and 
by this the overdrive is brought into and 
out of operation. It is controlled by a 
relay unit with a single bobbin elestro- 
magnet, actuating an armature carrying 
two electrically common contacts. The 
optional master control switch may be 
fitted, if required, to enable the driver to 
immobilize the overdrive control system, 
but under normal driving conditions the 
automatic control is left switched on. 

Assuming that overdrive is operative 
only in top gear and the car is accelerat- 
ing, the centrifugal switch contacts close 
at a predetermined road speed. This 
figure can be adjusted to suit the in- 
dividual characteristics of the car. With 
these switch gontacts closed, overdrive is 
engaged immediately the accelerator 
pedal is eased back to half-throttle open- 
ing or less. The multi-contact throttle 
switch is arranged to override the centri- 
fugal switch in certain throttle positions. 

this means the change to overdrive is 
delayed when accelerating from rest with 
large throttle openings. 

Overdrive is available over the whole 
range of throttle opening. Hunting be- 
tween changes in and out of overdrive is 
prevented by arranging a speed differen- 
tial of 5 mp.h. between opening and 
closing of the centrifugal switch. 

The relay unit provides a direct path 








for current passing through the gear 
switch to the actuating solenoid. It also 
incorporates a secondary path, so © that 
overdrive does not engage when the 
—_ is opened —_ than half-way. 
t events disengagément when 
the throttle: is fully closed, to avoid trans- 
mission jerk. That is, direct drive is 
delayed until the accelerator is very 
slightly opened to speed up the engine. 
When descending steep hills in direct 
drive with the throttle closed, the con- 
tact (b on the circuit diagram) prevents 
the relay unit from operating under the 
influence of the centrifugal switch if the 
automatic cut-in speed is exceeded. 

This system appears to offer consider- 
able refinement of overdrive operation. 
It was possible to carry out some short 
tests on a Vanguard to which an auto- 
matic system (i.e., without master control 
switch to eliminate the overdrive), was 
fitted. Under hard throttle conditions a 
very swift release of the throttle pedal 
immediately caused the overdrive to 
engage. On this particular installation it 
was far quicker than on any other car 
tried with the normial selector switch and, 
furthermore, was completely smooth. 
Similarly, the selection of overdrive by 
the kick-down switch was very rapid and 
smooth, although a slightly heavier spring 
loading would have been preferred, as 
direct drive was obtained on two occa- 
sions when it was not desired. 

At next year’s Earls Court Show there 
will probably be many vehicles equipped 
with this system, as the additional cost is 
quite low,

personnel at a British air-base 
were to attend a course on British 
driving customs and laws, with 
concentration on the Highway Code, 
traffic signs, and so forth, I had some 
doubts. I wondered what they would 


make of a tram pinch, for instance, 


and of the bowler-hatted gentleman 
who waves his whip in ever-diminish- 


ing circles in the Highway Code. Or 
had he been replaced in the tuppence- 
coloured version that we get nowadays? 
Obviously I must look before I next 
applied for a driving licence. 

I found, in fact, that he has been gone 
some years, and now I contrarily feel 
a certain dismay that this should be 
so. Sic transit and all that, but they 
might have waited until we had all seen 
that billycocked figure in the flesh and 
admired the lasso-circle of his slowly 
revolving whip, before consigning him 
to limbo. Or did they know that the 
Americans were coming and would find 
it difficult. to grasp our horse-and- 
buggy traffic outlook? 


Detail Clean-up 


VEN if one does not wear wide- 
soled golf shoes, or those wide 
Scandinavian kinds, pedals are often 
found to be too close together. Ameri- 
cans, used to large cars and but two 
pedals—very large ones at that—find 
it particularly unpleasant. The trouble 
occurs on some of our quite large 
models, Many people, too, dislike 
having to keep the left foot _ per- 
manently on the clutch pedal. 
This may well be an aspect of a 
larger and more serious matter. Often, 
engineers responsible for much detail

design are, for economic reasons, not 
really motorists. Salaried income, wife 
and two children to support, house to 
pay for ... it may run to some sort 
of “good-goer”. It may mean no car 
at all, It is an odd but not uncommon 
experience for members of The Autocar 
staff, in conversation with engineers, 
to meet with a remark of wistful envy 
about their opportunities for motoring.

Light-sites 


HE siting of traffic lights at really 

big junctions, or at very wide 
cross-roads, is a difficult matter, be- 
cause confusion can arise in the mind 
between one light and the next, especi- 
ally if you are unexpectedly confronted 
with a red one: You then tend to 
worry in case the previous one which 
you passed was red when you thought 
it was green. 

I was driving north-west along A50 
from Knutsford, in Cheshire, the other 
morning and was brought to a halt by 
the traffic lights at the Mere cross- 
roads, where Watling Street crosses in 
the guise of A556. When the lights 
turned to green I accelerated past the 
island into Watling Street and got quite 
a. shock as a red light confronted me; 
however, just as I began to wonder 
what was what I noticed the filtering 
arrow to the left, which was my route. 
No harm done, of course, except that 
anything introducing uncertainty or 
hesitation on the road is a bad thing. 

Something similar occurs where 
there is a complicated layout of islands 
at a junction. No doubt the experts 
who laid them out were well aware of 
the traffic streams in the neighbour- 
hood and have led them most skilfully 
in the right directions. But the strange 
motorist who comes on an elaborate 
layout can hardly be blamed if he feels 
a little lost. 


Uses For An Arm 


YOUNG man charged in London 

drove his sports two-seater with 
one arm round a girl. Asked by a 
magistrate if he thought he had full 
control of the car, he said-it made no 
difference to steering whether one or 
two hands was used. (I rather agree: 
a small car with high-geared steering 
does not need the strength of two 
masculine arms, even if a tyre bursts.) 

The clerk asked if a driver was more 
careful “with one arm around a female 
companion.” “One is conscious in 
those circumstances,” .said defendant, 
“ of an added obligation.” 

In collecting a modest £2 and £1 1s 
costs, the magistrate said: “I do not 
convict him of careless driving, but of 
occupying such a position as not to 
have proper control of a car.” 


If You Must! 


ORSES, quite large boats, and air- 
craft are normally steered with 
one hand.

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Canadian Road Development 


BOUT ten million dollars is expected

For a long time past it has been the practice to test not 
only new cars but also a representative selection of 
used cars offered for sale. After the war the series was 
not revived until March, 1951, when a 1948 Alvis 14 
Tickford coupé was examined. For that model and 
the 88 cars which followed, two used car tests shared a 
page, but in May last year the 89th test—a 1951 Jensen 
4-litre saloon—was expanded to a full page report, 
and an interior photograph was included. Since then, 
this has been the standard format. The total now 
reaches 100, and this occasion is marked by a special 
description of a car off the top shelf—a Rolls-Royce 
Silver Wraith with coachbuilt body by James Young, Ltd 











Autocar, and, as on the last occasion (October 9, 1953), 
this example was by Jack Barclay, Ltd., Berkeley Square, 
London, W.1. 

Without experience of such a car it is difficult to appreciate 
what is really meant by silent motoring. During unhurried 
cruising there was simply nothing to be heard apart from the 
murmur of the wheels; at high speed there was appreciable wind 
noise until the windows were closed, when silence again returned, 
and even the swishing of the tyres on wet roads, and the sounds 
of other traffic, became completely cut off. Thus, in traffic it 
was found necessary occasionally to drop a hand to the gear 
lever to be reminded which ratio was in use. 

The car was powered by the Rolls-Royce 4}-litre engine with 
overhead inlet and. side exhaust valves, and an extensive over- 
haul had recently been carried out on this unit at a cost of £205. 
Hot or cold, it always started at the first finger-touch on the 
little chromium starter button, but the automatic choke had the 
usual failing—rough and unhappy running, with.a tendency to 
stall, during the warming-up period. 

During most normal use, and particularly at tickover, the 
engine was quite inaudible from within the car, and was only 
just noticeable when high revolutions were used in the indirect 
gears or when the maximum power was being obtained. The 
back axle was completely silent, and apart from a faint and 
pleasing whine in bottom, this applied also to the gear box. 

The gear change was situated on the right of the driving seat, 
and although the motion was not one which encouraged rapid 
changes, it was a precision instrument which was delightful to 
use. The synchromesh on the second gear was a little weak, 
with the result that the change lever could be drawn straight 
back from first to second in one movement, producing an 
undignified crunch from the mechanism. 

The clutch was light and smooth, and there was no judder 
or clutch slip. Similarly the steering was unusually light at 
low speeds for a car weighing 19 cwt at the front wheels, and 
there was a minimum of play. On bad surfaces, however, con- 
siderable road shocks were transmitted to the steering wheel, 
and when making use of the car’s creditable cornering abilities 
considerable force was required to hold it to the desired line. 

The brakes were splendid; they are mechanical at the rear, 
hydraulic at the front, servo-assisted. At low speeds, - as 
when manceuvring or if the car started to run back after 
a “traffic halt, there was an embarrassing if brief delay before 
the servo operated, but at other times the response to a touch

could all be folded neatly away. With the exception of the carpets, there 

were few indications of previous use in this luxuriously appointed 
“* drawing room"’ 
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On both sides there is an interior handle for 
opening and closing the divided bonnet. 
Lower down, a chromium slide covers the 
air intakes, but these were stiff and difficult 
to move. Nearer to the door on the left, 
there was a small remote control knob to 
open the flap above the fuel filler in the 
left rear wing 


While there was nothing particularly un- 

usual or outstanding in the layout of the 

under-bonnet compartment, the good 

arrangement and tidiness which it revealed, 

together with its remarkable cleanliness, 

were fully up to expectations. Note the 
spare coil and condenser 


on the pedal was instantaneous. They appeared to be quite un- 
affected by 34 years’ use, proved really powerful and were fully 
adequate for the requirements of this two-ton car. 

The car responded best to gentle driving, when the driver 
would try to make his gear changes and clutch synchronization 
so smooth that the car seemed to be forever freewheeling, On 
dignited. road, however, rapid progress was effortless and still 


was controlled by a Soapgetatine umbrella- 


type handle, which was sometimes difficult to release’ and 
required reai effort to apply 

On the: steering column there was a good hand throttle and 
the familiar ride control, but-no appreciable tautening of the 
suspénsion was noticed when this was set to the hard position. 
Im fact, there was really little outstanding: in the suspension of 
the car; there was some pitching and the irregularities of rough 
surfaces were noticeable.” Although the ride was’ vety comfort- 
able, -therefore, one felt that ‘it could have beer better. There 
were "no squeaks or rattles*whatsoever. ~ 
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Under the carpet of the luggage locker was a very desirable, 
fitted tool tray which was complete, including spare bulbs, 
feeler gauge and so on and appeared practically unused. All 
the tyres were Dunlops; those on the rear wheels were about 
one-third worn and the other three were virtually new. 

Tt was imteresting to see the under parts of this Rolls-Royce 
for, while it was still relatively young, the lack of rust, oil leaks 
or dirt accumulation was remarkable—an indication of the life 
which remains ahead of it. 

The standard equipment on this version of the James Young 
Silver Wraith included a rear window demister, picnic tables 
(on which the catches were loose) in the back of the front seats, 
a heater. (for which the water control, strangely, was situated 
under the bonnet), an excellent radio, two useful fog lights, 
cigarette lighter, rear blind, rim embellishers, an inspection 
light (under the bonnet) for cénnection to a plug in the facia, 
and centralized chassis lubrication by a pedal near the dip- 
switch. The-Rolls was not fitted with a sliding roof. 

There were two switches for the fog lights, but both lights 
were connected to the right-hand switch and that on the left 
was not functioning. A light was fitted in the luggage locker. 

There was a comprehensive array of instruments set neatly 
in the beautiful polished walnut facia: ammeter, combined fuel 
and oil level gauge, clock (losing slightly), oil pressure gauge, 
radiator thermometer, and an accurate speedometer. The oil 
pressure gauge seldom indicated much over 25 lb per sq in, and 
it is interesting to note here that Rolls-Royce lubrication owes 
more to oil flow than to high pressure. 

The driving position was too low for most drivers, so that 
the top of the steering wheel fell exactly imto the average driver’s 
line of vision, While the Rolls-Royce was in our hands some 
drivers found it necessary to attach an extra cushion. The slight 
elevation which resulted gave the further advantage that it 
became possible to see the left wing. When seated normally, 
there was scarcely room for the front-seat occupants to wear a 
hat, which was astonishing in a car of this size. 

There was fore and aft adjustment for the front seats, but 
it was found that the passenger seat was stuck in the full rear- 


ward position. The Yale locks on the doors and elsewhere were 
also a little temperamental, so that at times there was some delay 
in locking the car. The automatic switch for turning on the 
three interior lights when the front doors were opened was 
inoperative on the driver’s side. 

Under the bonnet, a spare coil and condenser were in posi- 
tion for use in a matter of moments by transferring the leads. 
In place of a fuel reserve tap, a green light gave warning when 
petrol for only about 25 miles remained. 

The fuse box was a scaled-down household-type with a 
diagrammatic key on the back of the lid, and a blown fuse could 
be repaired in a few seconds 

Under systematic investigation and recording of facts and 
faults, it is’ difficult’ to transmit the sheer delight of driving and 
travelling in this Rolls-Royce. The splendid comfort of the 
seats, particularly the rear bench seat; the immaculate polished 
walnut facia and trimmings; the dignified and silent progress; all 
these are ed, and it was with real regret that the car 
was taken back to Berkeley Square.

HE thew Chrysler and _ Imperial 

models are not the most radically 

styled of the Corporation’s 1957 
lines, but they show most change from 
their predecessors of five years ago. Ever 
since the Airflow fiasco of 1934 Chrysler 
has been ultra-conserVative . . . at least 
until the Flight-Sweep days of °55. Now 
they’re tending the other way, and the 
customers don’t seem to mind. The new 
bodies are the boldest stroke yet. 

The same basic chassis layout as des- 
cribed for the Dodge is used for all the 
new Corporation lines. Chrysler is alone 
in its class in using 14in wheels, having 
managed somehow to wedge its 12in 
brake drums into them. 

Body features common to Chrysler and 
the senior Imperial lines include optional 
dual headl'ghts; 40 per cent more glass 
area; anodized aluminium grilles; flush 
safety door latches; transistor radios; 
compound- curved windshield; air-condi- 
tioning system for heating and cooling 
enclosed in the cowl compartment; added 
luggage locker capacity by moving the 
fuel tank into the left rear fender.

There are two basic engines, standard 
in three price series (Firesweep, Fire- 
dome, and Fireflite), and not optional 
between series.

A feature of all new Chrysler chassis 
is the “ anti-brake-dive ” front suspension 
geometry. Chevrolet put this gimmick 
on their new °55 chassis, and it has 
proved an attractive sales point. Essen- 
tially, the upper suspension control arm 
pivot axis is slanted downward toward 
the rear. The brake torque reaction 
(acting in the direction of wheel rota- 
tion) thus has an upward component on 
the control arm pivots, which resists 
front suspension deflection due to inertia 
weight transfer on deceleration. It’s 
simple—and it works like a charm. 

Chryslers also use the new 3-speed 
Torque Flite torque converter. The old 
2-speed design didn’t give much torque 
multiplication at stall (standing start), and 
yet its step-up ratio of 1.72 to 1 gave a 
limited overtaking range on the highway; 
it shifted at about 55 m.p.h. The new 
deal, with a converter stall torque ratio 
of 2.7 to 1, Ist gear of 2.46 to 1, and 
intermediate gear of 1.45 to 1, will be a 
lot better. 

As for Chrysler’s new  hotted-up 
engines, the junior Saratoga series have 


8.5 to 1 compression ratio, and the single- 
rocker-shaft cylinder heads with the small 
1.47 in vertical exhaust valves. This ver- 
sion is rated 245 b.h.p. at 4,400 r.p.m. 
with a 2-throat carburettor, and 260 
b.h.p. with optional 4-barrel carb. Then 
there’s the big Fir Vee-8 with 341 
cu in (same as 756). and the double- 
rocker-shaft hemispherical heads; these 
have 1.94in inlets and 1.75in exhausts. 
With standard 2-throat carb. this engine 
is advertised to give 270 b.h.p. at 4,600 
r.p.m.—and 295 with 4-barrel carb. on 
the Fireflite models. The latter is also 
rated a hefty 235 Ib ft of torque at 2,800 
r.p.m. 

With these engines, plus the new 3- 
speed Torque-Flite transmission, the 57 
De Sotos should show a pretty ‘shattering 
performance on the road. Incidentally, 
a friction clutch and 3-speed manual 


last year’s displacement of 354 cu in, but 
with a compression ratio of 9.25 to 1 and 
4-barrel carb. This engine has the more 
economical “ polyspherical” head, with 
vertical exhaust valve and single rocker 
shaft. No horsepower or torque figures 
are yet available. (They’re waiting to 
see what the competition claims. B.h.p. 
figures are not obtained on the dyna- 
mometer any more; they’re born in 2 
smoky conference room!) The Chrysler 
New Yorker series and the Imperials will 
use the magnificent 392 cu in Firepower 
Vee-8, with 9.25 to 1 compression, 4- 
barrel carb., and the double-rocker-shaft 
hemispherical heads. Ratings here will 
likely be between 300 and 375 b.h.p. 
(Incidentally this “is far and away the 
most powerful American stock engine to- 
day.) The bore and stroke are 4.00 x 
3.90in, and I understand this is the same 
basic block as was brought out in 1951 
at 331 cu in. 

The new Chryslers and the luxury 
Imperial are certainly the most competi- 
tive products out of these factories since 
the war.

Selling in Canada 


“Get Up and Holler” Advice. As an Englishman living in 
Canada I would like to comment on the sale of British cars over 
here, since it grieves me to see such a huge market going almost 
exclusively to other countries. 

Canada has a very high standard of living, and there are 
probably more cars per head of population here than in any 
other country in the world. It is quite common for a man to 
buy his wife a car for herself, in which she can take the children 
to school and fetch the shopping. 

There is very little thought of economy, because gasoline is so 
cheap, and the car can be bought on such easy terms that the 
owner is not drained of every dollar before he starts to run it. 
Most owners, therefore, do not bother how many miles they will

obtain from each gallon. Neither do they take much interest in 
the fact that such and such a model ran for so many miles round 
a certain race track without a breakdown. Instead, they are 
more likely to be impressed by the power, size, comfort and 
colour of the car, and in the case of the “second car” the 
colour will count for a great deal, since women cannot stand 
anything drab. Powder blue is about the most popular, and 
sea-green, vermilion, peach and coffee are all common. 

The other evening I counted the cars passing my apartment 
as the employees of the nearby plants drove homeward. Out of 
500 only 27 were British, seven were German, and the rest 
were made on this Continent. 

Ask a person living out here what he thinks of British makes, 
and invariably-he will have a good opinion of them. However, 
when it comes to buying one, he will put forward several good 
reasons for sticking to an American make. The most important 
is the lack of spares. He is afraid that when he goes off on 
vacation or for a long trip into the wilds at the weekend, he 
will get stuck in a place where the local garage has never heard 
of the model. He will point out that the roads outside the big 
towns are very rough, and it would tax the British cars’ spring- 
ing too greatly to use them out in the wilds. It is a widespread 
belief, and if it is a mistaken one, then it is up to British manu- 
facturers to tell the world more about their cars. In this country 
nobody gets anywhere by being modest. Another thing which 
everybody criticizes is the lack of adequate bumpers; in Canada 
it is the practice when parking to back up to the car behind 
until the two bumpers touch.

Wrong Change ? 


Question of Overtaking Technique. I recently obtained a 
“prospectus of the Institute of Advanced Motorists, and I find 
that one action which would debar entry is that of changing gear 
when actually overtaking another vehicle. 

I am rather surprised at this ruling, since the driver of a fairly 
low-powered car, with only three gears, is often in an awkward 
position when overtaking, especially if the overtaking commences 
at a speed of about 25 to 30 m.p.h. At this speed the acceleration 
available for top gear is insufficient to overtake another vehicle 
in the shortest possible time, yet the acceleration available in 
second gear would involve over-revving the engine towards the 
end of the overtaking run. 

I have always assumed it is the overtaking motorist’s duty to 
carry out the overtaking in the shortest possible time, and there- 
fore to use the maximum acceleration. If this assumption is 
correct, and it is a fact that the acceleration of the car in question 
is greatest by using the gears, I cannot s¢e why there should be 
the ruling mentioned. Perhaps some of your readers can explain 
this matter for me, since it appears that I have unwittingly been 
guilty of a fault in my driving.

But no marks at all for not going all the way and fitting 
I.R.S., larger brakes and amber “ winkers ” fore and aft. 

The 803 c.c. Minor was good in spite of its faults. I bought 
mine in Kuwait, drove it round the desert for 18 months, then 
drove it all the way back to England in three weeks and have 
used it here ever since. The new version looks much better, but 
let us keep asking for the Ideal Minor at next year’s show or 


earlier.

LOTUS END-TO-END RUN 
B.A.R.C. DINNER 
COMING EVENTS 


LAST FRIDAY night, at 9 p.m., an 
1,100 Le Mans Lotus left Land’s End, 
bound for John O’Groats. Drivers were 
Ian H. Smith, Club Lotus committee 
member, and Tim Martin; weather was 
perfect, with a clear, starry sky. On 
Saturday, at 2.28 p.m., they arrived at 
John O’Groats, having averaged 52 m.p.h., 
and 38.5 m.p.g. Apart from half an 
hour’s rain in Gloucestershire, weather 
was good.

cruising speed was kept, wherever pos- 
sible, to around 70 m.p.h. During tests 
around north London before the run, 
Colin Chapman averaged 57.5 m.p.g. with 
the same carburettor settings.

He 
said that many drivers, who years ago, had 
suffered from “ butterflies ” in the tummy 
before “Ebby’s” little Union Flag, had 
now become world famous names. 

Lord Brabazon recalled the opening of 
Brooklands, and how everybody turned 
up dressed for a horse race meeting. He 
said that, although it is not strictly true 
to say that “the racing car of today is 
the touring car of tomorrow,” certainly 
the imspiration for the design of to- 
morrow’s touring cars comes from racing. 


THIS YEAR, the B.B.C. has again trusted 
the promotion of the Television Trophy 
Trial on November 24 to the London 
M.C. This event, which is laid on for 
the entertainment of TV viewers and 
which is being held for the fifth time, 
was watched last year by seven million 
viewers—which isn’t a bad audience for 
a motoring event. The plot is that three 
invited teams, each of three cars, from 
the North, South and Midlands, compete 
against each other for the TV Trophy. 
This is, in fact, a beautifully made silver 
replica of a television camera; it is a 
challenge award, held for four months 
by each driver in the winning team. Com- 
mentary is by Raymond Baxter, produc- 
tion by Bill Duncalf; the energetic Im- 
hoffs—Goff and Nina—are, respectively, 
clerk of the Course and Secretary. 


KEN WHARTON has organized for 
himself a busy winter season. Using 
John du Puy’s 250F Maserati, a works 
3-litre Ferrari and his own formula 2 
Cooper-Climax, he has entries in the 
Australian T.T. on November 25 and, 
a week later, the Australian G.P. Con- 
tinuing to New Zealand, where he is to 
spend Christmas, he will drive in the 
N.Z. Grand Prix on the Ardmore cir- 
cuit on January 12, the Lady Wigram 
Trophy at Christchurch on January 26, 
the Otago Road Races at Dunedin on 
February 2, and the Southland Road 
Race at Invercargill on February 16. Not 
so long ago there used to be a “close 
season ” when people put away their cars 
and worked on them in preparation for 
the next season’s racing; but now, by 
following the sun, it is possible to keep 
at it all the year round, 


THE EXETER TRIAL—with which 
M.C.C. members have celebrated the 
New Year’s arrival since 1910—is to be 
held on the first weekend in January 
next year (January 4-5). The trial will 
follow the customary pattern—a main 
road run through the night, breakfast at 
Exeter, and a trials route with observed 
sections from there to the finish at 
Bournemouth. Starting points will be 
London, Kenilworth and Launceston, 
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and the total distance will be about 320 
miles. The observed sections will in- 
clude Pin Hill, Waterloo, Tillerton, those 
notorious “stoppers,” Fingle Bridge and 
Simms, and Stretes. The sections, 
though very steep and slimy, are not of 
the sort that will damage a well-driven 
family saloon—what happens to a badly 
driven family saloon may be,-of course, 
a different matter.
